2. This office action is in response to amendment/reconsideration filed on 

1 1/07/201 1 , the amendment/reconsideration has been considered. Claims 1 , 5, 7, 10, 
14, 16, 19 and 20 has been amended and claims 6, 1 5 and 21 has been canceled. 
Claims 1-5, 7-14, 16-20 and 23 are pending for examination, the rejection cited as 
stated below. 

Terminal Disclaimer

any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of 
US Patent No.: 7,844,662 has been reviewed and is accepted.

4. Applicant's Applicant's arguments filed on 1 1/07/201 1 have been fully considered 
and are persuasive therefore, the previous rejection dated: 06/06/201 1 has been 
withdrawn. 

5. Rejections to claims 1,5, 10, 14, 19 and 21 under 35 U.S.C 1 1 2 first paragraph 
is withdrawn as claims has been amended to overcome cited rejections in last office 
action dated: 06/06/201 1 .

6. Claims 1 -5, 7-14, 1 6-20 and 23 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

7. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Prior art of record singly or in combination fails to teach among other things the 
combination of, in response to receiving a response to a query indicating a desire by the 
second sender to join the IM chat session, sending a query to the recipient to establish 
an IM chat session with the second sender and issuing a request for permission for the 
second sender to join the IM chat session, the request for permission/authorization 
being issued to the first sender and receiving a reply from the first sender granting 
permission/authorization for the second sender to join the IM chat session; revealing IM 
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communications between the second sender and the recipient to the first sender prior to 
establishing the IM chat room between the recipient, the first sender and the second 
sender; and determining an indication from the recipient and the first sender to establish 
an IM chat session with the second sender, establishing the IM chat room between the 
recipient, the first sender, and the second sender.
